The interlocking directorate and intermeshed activities of large American 
foui^doiu in the Central Intelliguice Agency. State Department, Foreign 
‘'Sbfvice and interna tfbITa^*OTgsnh^ti6ns is being at the 

Department of J usticc revealed to The Exchange on November 22. 

The investigation was “triggered** 
for the Department of Justice, the 
source revealed, by a report tiuit a 
new ** scjtildJLi-’* about 
, finances^* might break in the press 
any day. The source said that the 
resuiu of the revelations might be as 
sensational as those brought about by 
the National Student Association 
disclosures in February 1967 about

In New York, the Temple of 
Understanding centers its “mystical 
meetings*’ and the union of “triads” 
in a room reserved for -it at the 
Car negje^ Endow naan t for 
International Peace, located at 
United Nations Plaza and 46th 
Street, the source asserted. 

The President of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace 
j* Joseph Eitc.y Johjiaoin, 
“nicknamed** by knowledgeable CTa 
and State Department officials as the 
“Permanent Unofficial Secretary of 
State**. ^ 

Jo^ph Johnson was the official 
chairman*' of the two-day 
Conference of the American Foreign 
Service Association, for which the 
Donner Foundation “picked up the 
tab*’, the source added. He reported 
that It was known widely among 
Foreign Service officen that Mr. 
Johnson had recommended that the 
Association obtain a “grant** from 
the Donner Foundation. 

The Spra^ie Report 
Joseph Johnson was intimately 
associated with the personalities who 
drafted the so-cailed> - Sprague 
Committee Report of 1960. That 
Report— ww* the basis for 
re-structuring the financing of private 
foundations through ’‘conduits of the 
CIA*’, the source said. Besides Mr. 
Sprague, its principal authors were 
Alien Dulles, Director of the Central 
Intelligence A^cy; George Alien, 
the Director of the United States 
Information Agency; Gordon Gray 
and CJ). Jackson. 

Mr. Jackson, a close penonal 
friend of Joseph Johnson, u a 
member of the Board of Trustees of 
J the Carnegie Corporation of New 
York, whcMc chairman b Morris 
Hadley. Morris Hadley b also the 
Treasurer of The Rubicon 
Foundation, where he used hb office 
to channel CIA funds to other 
“private foundations”.

Readers wilF recall that the 
unauthorized disclosure of certain 
information from the Sprague Report 
in 1960 led to the victory of John 
Kennedy over Richard Nixon for 
President of the United States. 

As reported in the August 21 
issue of The Exchange, , Mr. 
Bnibcck, who was Director of PubUc 
Relations for John Kennedy and a 
personal friend of Robert Kennedy, 
obtained from Roy Gootenbuig, a 
Federal employee “temporarily 
working” at the State Department, 

“top secret” information in the 
Sprague Report showing a decline in 
I American prestige and influence 



abroad. 

Mr. Kennedy used 
information to advantage and won 
the campaign. As a rcwaijl, Mr. 
irubcck was assigned to Mr. Rusk's 
staff and is now an FSOl, despite 
Mr. Rusk’s knowledge that Mr. 
firubeck passed “top secret” 
information without authorization to 
the press. This action of Mr. Rusk has 
been contrasted with his treatment of 
Otto F, Otepka for giving certain 
much lower information to the 
Senate Internal Security Committee, 
all of whose memben ore cleared to 
receive “secret” information. 

Franklyn Johnson 

The president of the Donner 
Foundation, which subsidized the 
Conference, is Franklyn 
Johnson, formerly a “desk officer^' at 
the-efA“amMater a “consultant”, the 
source revealed. 

Franklyn Johnson is also 
associated with the Reid Edu^ikmal 
uFoundilian. Inc., of Washington. 
U.C., together with £yron M. 
Kirkpatrick and Max Kampelman. 
Thr latter were execndve director * 
and legal counsel, respectively, also * 
of tlM American Political Science 
Association, the source revealed.

In addition to these ties to the 
foundations. Messn. Kirkpatrick and 
Kampelman were identiiled as 
“dominant persons” with Opasaiionr 
and Policy R esea sch » Inc.-, located at 
4000 Albenmle Street, NW, in the 
nation* capital.

Allen Dulles, 
“who ran the ClA up to thc’Barof 
Pigs misadventure”, was a member of 
the New York law firm of 
apd. CiQinwcil. The WaUStrwi 
investment firm Wyni, Stnyyirrt 
and ^WJ ^^ p provided the “cover^ 
for UsuuTu^tu ^ th CIA by issuing 
him dedentlals as if he were an 
employee of the firm.

Service to obtain the promotion to 
“career minister” of Joseph ^JSisep, 
Assistant Secretary dr* State for 
Ifttemational Qiganizatfoh XHairs. 

Confronted by the vast array of 
“secret government” and financial 
resources assembled at the 
Conference, Ambassador 
Riddleberger decided that was not 
the place to pursue the “Sisco 
Affair”, a close friend of Ambassador 
Riddleberger informed the source. 
Thus, for the time . being the 
‘‘promotion” of Joseph Sisco was 
“l^timizcd”, the source revealed, 
through the presence of Joseph E. 
Johnson and the role of Franklyn 
Johnson, representing the giant 
foundations which control the 
“private sector” of American foreign 
policy.
